If you answered yes to both questions, you may 
want to volunteer to be an adult basic literacy tutor. 


Adult basic literacy (ABL) is a program for 
English-speaking adults who want to learn to read 
and write. The Independent Learning Centre (iLc), 
Ministry of Education, offers two courses in this pro- 
gram — Adult Basic Literacy, Part One, and Adult 
Basic Literacy, Part Two. These courses are offered 
free of charge for adults who want to learn at home 


in their spare time. 


In both ABL courses, the student and the volunteer 
tutor are provided with all the learning materials 
they need, including a detailed tutor’s guide and 
audio-cassette tapes. 


For any student, the most effective learning aid is 
still another person who can listen and offer guid- 
ance and encouragement. In the ABL courses this role 
is shared by you, the volunteer tutor, and by a qual- 
ified teacher assigned by Ic. The Ic teacher pro- 
vides telephone teaching as well as support and 
guidance for you and your student. 


In order to be a tutor you must be: 

— able to read and write English; 

— willing to work for one to two hours a week with 
your student. 


Asa volunteer, you would: 

— enrol your student in ABL; 

—help your student with course work; 

— help with reading practice; 

— provide support and encouragement; 

— arrange telephone-tutoring times for your student 
with ILc.
